Hana.va, Dec. 2. — Advices received 
here to-day from Manzalio, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, contain fnrtlier par- 
ticulars of the capturft of Guisa, fifteen 
miles from Bayome, province of Santi- 
ago de Cuba, by tbe inaurgent generals 
Kabi and Salvador Rica. Thie inaar- 
gentB were well armed with artillery, 
and destroyed several block houaea with 
its fire, capturing the place after ninety 
of the Spanieli Boldiere, composing its 
garrison, had been killed or wounded 
wbile gaUaatly defending tbe place. 
Tbe Spanish coramander and bis second 
in command were among tbe killed. 

In tbe eoKagement whiob took place 
yesterday in the province of Finar del 
Bio, between tbe insurgentB under Gen- 
eral Ducassi and the Spanish troops 
under General Bernal, the latter accord- 
ing to tbe ofScial Spanish report, lost 
over 100 men killed. 

Delegationa from the city of Pinar del 
Rio, consiating of the mayor of that 
place and 2C0 merchnnta, planters and 
agriculturiets of all political parties, 
called on Senor Jose Canalejag, the 
apecial coinmieaioner of Spain, today 
and repreaented to him the nuceeaity 
of the exportation of leaf tobacco, 
of which, they added, there were 60,000 
bales in the warehouaea, and requested 
the commissioner to use his influence 
witb Captain-General Blanco to bring 
about Bucb exportation. Tbe commis- 
sioner promised the delegation tbat he 
would make proper representations to 
the government on the subject. 

It was announced from the palace to- 
day that 40 prisonera bave been released 
at Manzillo, and tbat 50 persons in 
prison have been pardoned at Sancti 
Spiritufl. 

New York, Doc. 2. — A diapatch to the 
Herald from Havana says : The report 
that General Pendo, who waa placed in 
charge of tne military operationa in 
Cu'ia by General Blanco, had been killed 
in an engagement with the insurgents 
in Santa Clara province, has just 
reached Havana. No details of 
the killing of the Spanish commander 
have been received beyond the atate- 
ment that he was shot in a battle with 
a force of insurgents while marching 
from Sangua la Grande, on tbe northern 
coast of Santa Clara, to Trinidad, on tbe 
southern coast of tbe same province, 
where be waa to take sbip and go to 
i\Ianzanilla, in the eastern province of 
Santiago de Cuba.

Nkw Youk, Dec. 2.— l-" rank C. Ives 
waa pitted againat Goorge Sutton to-day 
in tlio sixtli game of the chainpionahip 
billiard tournament at Madison Square 
Garden concert ball tbis afternoon. He 
played in brilliant form and scored 600 
while Sutton was rolling up 1-10. The 
champion's highest brei\k was 1-10 in tho 
the lilth innii ga.

Ha waa norvona and 
only in two inninga managed to reach 
the score of 30. By running 140 Ives 
broke the record, his score being 29 
higher than that made by Sch;<ffor at 
Chicago last May in his contest with 
Daly tbe first time the now game was 
played in thie country.

GEBUANf ABBOAD. 

Warabtps Despatched to Ueet Fi 
Trouble In Hayti and In 
China, 

Sbbmk, Dec. 2.— It is now announced 
that only tbe small German cruiser 
Geier, with a crew of 266 men, will be 
ordered to Port au Prince, Hayti, In or- 
der to support the demands of Germany 
for an indemnity to Herr Luebera. The 
Geier will only demonstrate if tho ne- 
gotiations with the Haytian miaiater at 
Berlin fail. 

The National Zeitung to-day referring 
to the despatch for German reinforce- 
ments to China, says the German llrat- 
claas cruller Deatacbland is going to 
Kiao Oban bay and that sbe has the 
caatomary one hundred marines on 
board among her crew, wliich numbers 
068 men all told, but, the paper adds, 
the German naval authorities are con- 
sidering the deapatch of additional 
tuarinea to China for use ashore. 

Prince Bismarck in the Hamburg 
Naclirichten, commenting upon the al- 
leged intention of the United States to 
interfere in Hayti, saya : We deem it a 
political noceasity to oppose thia Ameri- 
can arrogance often and emphatically 
and certainly when directed against 
Germany. Of conree nobody in Ger- 
many dreams of annexing Hayti, but we 
hope to induce tbe government to ener- 
getically demand the necessary satisfac- 
tion by proper means. 

AN IKDISGKEET PBEAGHEB 

Uses Language Calculated to Needlessly 
Offend Uany Voters an4 to Embarrass 
President McKinley. 

Nbw Yokk, Dec. 2.— The Washington 
correspondent of tbe Tribune says to- 
day : A ramor that Freaident McKinley 
would withdraw from the Metropolitan 
district church on account of a sermon 
preached by its pastor. Rev. Hugh John- 
eon, formerly of Toronto, on Thanksgiv- 
ing day, is denied. It ia probable, how- 
ever, the Preaident's friends aay, that 
the chief executive will be less frequently 
seen at that church and will attend ser- 
vices more often elsewhere. 

In his Thanksgiving day eermon Mr. 
Johnaoii said that the chief perils which 
threatened the uationa were rum, social- 
ism anil Jeaiiitiani. Ho spoke at length 
concerning the danger of a foreign church 
obtaining ascendancy in the United 
Stateo, and said that if Jesuitism ever 
prevnila in this country, the United 
.Statea will become like Mexico, Italy 
and Spain. He aaid Catholica should 
have tho same civil rights that every 
man enjoys, but that the church should 
be warned to keep its hands off tbe state.

Three of Them Suicide In One D.iy in New 
York. 

New York, Dec. 2.— Three men more 
or less directly connected with the in- 
earance buaineas bave committeed sui- 
cide in thia city. One of these waa Frank 
B. Genin, whose father was in liis day 
the beat known hatter in Now York, and 
celebrated as well for his skill in adver- 
tising hia buaineaa, an illustration of 
which was hia payment of $5,000 for a 
seat at the Jenny I^ind concerts in Am- 
erica. The sou inherited $100,000 on tho 
death of the hatter Genin but had lost it 
all at the age of 38 years. Having failed 
to earn a livelihood as an insurance 
solicitor, he sent a bullet through his 
brain. 

Another of to-day'e suicides waa 
Charles II. Shade, aged 26 years, wboae 
father, Gharlea E. Shade, is the general 
agent here of the American Insurance 
Coujpiuiy of Philadelphia. Yonng Shade 
ended hia life with a pistol. 

Charles W. Flyer, insurance manager 
for the American Wall Paper Company, 
and formerly a lawyer and a physician, 
shot hinieolf iu the bend with fatal effect. 
In hia hand, when the corps waa found, 
waa titrhtly grasjjed the iihotograph of 
hia young wife, who died in September 
laat. Mr. Plyer was 57 years of ago and 
liad only been married hvo years when 
hia wife died.

Komi;, Dec. 2. — The chamber of depu- 
ties has appointed a commisaiou of Ave 
to inquire into the chargea against 
Signer Francesco Griepi, ttie former pre- 
mier, ia connection witli tlie Bank of 
Naples Bcandala and the alleged illegal 
traffic in decorations. The proceedings 
are the result of the recent declBion of the 
Italian court of casBation, whicli quaah- 
ed the judicial indictment brought 
against him on the ground that the 
ordinary tribunals of justice were not 
competent to deal with Buch charges 
brought agaiuat a former member 
of the government for his con- 
duct while in the government. 
The court of cassation held that 
Buch charges should be dealt with by 
parliament which was the contention of 
Signor Criapi, and the judicial proceed- 
ings were thrown out. The special com- 
mlasion was appointed after an impres- 
eive speech by Signor Grispi in which he 
declared that he desired the most com- 
plete discassion of the whole question 
and did not dread the light, wtiich, he 
said, could reveal nothing against him. 

" I am the victim of calumny," he as- 
serted, " and could have brought 6uit 
against iny caluminators, if the matter 
had not been referred to the ciiamber.' 
Signor Orispi recalled hia past labors on 
behalf of Italy, and he admitted that 
there had been times when be had erred. 
He claimed, however, from hia conquer 
ors an unbiased judgment, and asserted 
that he was prepared to testify before 
the commission and to omit nothing so 
that the matter miuht be probed to the 
deepest, adding pathetically: " But it 
will be very hard at 78, after doing 63 
years' service for my country." 

This passage of the speech provoked 
violent interruption and the president of 
the chamber formally cautioned two 
deputies, who were particularly virulent 
Signor Criapi, alter order was restored, 
said: " I remain calm even in the face 
of my adversaries' invectives. I have a 
aerene conscience, and will die when 
my time comes, with the name of Italy 
on my lips. But I ask to be allowed to 
pass my last days in quiet. If Italy 
needs me, I shall always bo ready to 
serve her; but I do not have and never 
had a desire for power." 

At the conclusion of his speech a num- 
ber of deputies gathered about him to 
shake hands. 



ARKANSAS LOVE AFFAIR. 

Three Farmers Who Courted the Same Girl 
Kill Each Other at Prayer 
Meeting. 

Little Rock. Ark,, Dec. 2.— A three- 
cornered duel took place at a country 
church near Uuntsville, Madispn couu- 
ty, last night. Seth Lowa,: >ViU Phillips 
and John Howard, three farmers, were 
in love with the same girl. Miss Irene 
Pruitt. Mies Pruitt went to prayer 
meeting with Phillipa last night, and 
there they met the other two young 
men. 

The girl went into the building while 
the men proceeded a nliort distance away 
to diecuaa the situation. Howard and 
Lowe jumped on Phillips, who pulled a 
revolver and shot Howard through the 
body. Before Phillips could cock the 
revolver the second time, Lowe para- 
lyzed him with a ballet throaeh the 
email of the back. Phillips shot Lowe 
from the ground, however, wounding 
him dangerously in the left shoulder. 
The fight created a panic in the church. 
It is said all throe men are fatally in- 
jured.

THE SLilN IN INDIA. 

Karran Column Adds to the Boll Through 
Heavy Fighting on the March. 

Si.MLA, Dec. 2. — Official despatches 

from the front say that the Kurran 
column of the British punitive force has 
met with desperate resistance on its 
march into the Ghamkanni country. 
The fighting has been very heavy. Lieut. 
Battye was killed, Lieut. Yilliers Stuart 
severely injured, and Lieut. Pennington 
alightly wounded. Two Sepoys were 
killed and fourteen wounded. The Kur- 
ran column has burned thirty villages of 
the tribesmen. 



PERU WANTS RECIPBOCITY. 

First of the South American Republics to 
Apply Under the Dingley BtU. 

Washington, Dec. 2. — Peru is the 
lirat of the South American countries to 
open negotiations with the United States 
for a reciprocity treaty under the pro- 
visions of the Dingley law. Peru has 
submitted a schednleof articles in which 
it desires reciprocal conceseions. This 
embrancea brandies, wines, hides of 
cattle and goats, vicuna skins, sugar, 
wool, woolen and woven cotton goods, 
Peruvian bark, rubber and many native 
products which, it is said, have not come 
into competition with American pro- 
ducts. It is expeott-d that Mr. Kaasun 
will prepare a schedule covering tlio 
goods which this country deaires to ex- 
port to Peru, and that Ijetweini theee two 
schedules a list will be made fur inser- 
tion in the reciprocity treaty. 



HONGAEIANS DISGUSTED. 

In View of Austria's Political Paralysis 
Tbey Want the Right of Independent 
Action. 

BuDA Pe.stii, Dec. 2. — In the lower 
house of the diet to-day, Ilerr Franz 
Kossuth, son of the late Louis Kossuth, 
the Hungarian patriot, asked Baron 
BanfTy, the premier, whether the Hun- 
garian government in view oi the politi- 
cal situation in Austria, would submit 
bills to enforce Hungary's right under 
certain circumstanceB to act as a free 
agent in the settlement of economic 
matters common to Austria and Hun- 
gary. Kossuth, aiV'id the applause of 
ilia supporters, concluded his remarks 
by expressing indignation at the recent 
proceedings in the lower house of the 
Austrian reichsratn. Baron Banll'y said 
he expected to be able, to make a definite 
reply to the question on Monday next,

Decision from Rome as to the Catholic Uni- 
versity Dispute. 

"\Vakhi>;gton, Dec. 2. — The purpose of 
Rome concerning the case of Mr. 
Schroedor, of the Catholic university, has 
been made known to the Catholic 
authorities in this country. The inform- 
ation has not come in any official form, 
but it is said to be nevertheleaa definite 
and is in the poaseasion of Cardinal Gib- 
bons, Chancellor ol the Catholic univer- 
sity, and Mgr. Martinelli, the papal 
delegate. It ia understood that the Vati- 
can neither will approve nor disapprove 
the action of the board of directors of the 
Catholic university. The main desire, it 
is said, has been to accomplish results 
with the least possible outward agita- 
tion. To that end an understanding has 
been reached that Mgr. Sehroeder will 
resign at the end of the present scho.'as- 
tic year or probably at an earlier date, 
and the resiguntion will be accepted.

KlHed on the Track. 
St. Gborqb, Gnt., Dec. "2. —Miss 
Hattie Mordu was struck by a train 
while walking along the track on her 
way to church, and instantly killed. 
She was about 80. 

Lake Steamer Burned. 
IlAunisviLLK, Mich., Dec. 2. — The 
steamer Egyptian, bound from Cleveland 
to Milwaukee with a cargo of coal, was 
burned to the waters' edge in Lake 
Huron last night, oil' Sturgeon point. 
She was insured against fire for :f31,000. 
The crew were taken from the burning 
vessel by the steamer Fairbairns. 

About Dreyfus. 
Paris, Dec. 2.— La Patrie this evening 
says it understands that at the last 
moment the friends of Alfred Dreyfiia, 
the prisoner of Devil's Island, will pro- 
duce further documents conbisting of 
letters from General Gonze, a liigli atall' 
oflicer, to Colonel I'lcquart, in support 
of the disgraced officer. 



Capital Pauishraent to Be Summar- 
ily Inflicted ou Mob Leaders- 
Parliamentary Disorders. 



Viun'n'a, Dec. 2— The parliamentary 
deadlock continues. Baron Gautsch, 
the new premier, has made no progress 
towards a compromise satisfactory to the 
rival factions ; and it begins to be 
feared that the present reichsrath will 
never reassetaable. Gertain it ia that if 
the reichsrath imeets with Dr. Von 
Abraliamovich in the chair, the same 
disorderly scenes will occur as before. 

Riots, more or leas serious, are re- 
ported from Innesbruck. Brunn, Lenz 
and Saaz. Generally the Bohemian 
Jews have suffered much. A report is 
current to-night, though as yet uncon- 
firmed, that a mob at Prague attacked 
the soldiers and a sanguinary encounter 
ensued. According to this rumor the 
troops fired 7 volleys, killing 25 and 
wounding many. 

It was evident that the atandrecht 
was not proclaimed a moment too soon 
at Prague. A well dressed man, it ia 
said, rode on a bicycle through the city 
and the auburbs making llsta of the 
German places for attack; and the work 
of the rioters was done in accordance 
with these lists. So many places were 
simultaneously attacked that prevention 
was almost impoBsible. Goldsmiths 
and jewelers' shosv cases were emptied 
in a few minutes. Women carried 
baskets to take home the contents of 
grocery and provision stores, while fur- 
niture and other articles too heavy to 
carry were wantonly destroyed. 

If the troops had not used tlieir 
swords and bayonets freely Prague 
might have been burned from end to 
d. In several cases Jewish shop- 
keepers eacaped by the device of placing 
and illuminated crucifix in the shop 
window. The pillaging was bo sys- 
tematic that in one street alone to-day 
16 Jewish shops were ransacked. An 
ambulance corps was attacked savagely 
because the doctors were recognized as 
Germans. 

PiiAGUK, Dec. 2. — Some of the prison- 
ers arrested at Smichow will be court- 
martialled for having received the pro- 
clamation declaring the city under 
mnrlial law with cheers and groans. 
Tlie military patrol lired upon a body, of 
robbers who were trying to demolish a 
Jewish eyuaeogue at Smichow. Nobody 
was hurt. The ambulance reports show 
that within the last twenty-four hours 
four persons have been killed, 150 
dangerously wounded, and 500 more or 
less injured. Twenty shops have been 
burned out. 

As a further indication of the gravity 
of the situation troops to the number of 
10,000, equipped with ammunition and 
other paraphernalia as for a campaign, 
have been enp;aged in suppressing the 
riota. It is not exactly martial law that 
has been proclaimed, but rather the in- 
stitution of summary procedure called 
standrecht, whereby a special tribunal of 
seven judues is empowered to impose 
capital punishment and other severe 
aentencefl for oU'encea ordinarily pun- 
ished mildly. There is no appeal against 
a death sentence by the tribunal, which 
must be put into execution within two 
houra by the militia, if the hangman is 
not available. 



Korean Railway Concessions. 
Birmingham, Dec. 2. — The Post of this 
city says it hears that an American 
syndicate in which Andrew Carnegie is 
interested has applied to the Korean 
government for three important railway 
concessions, which the pyiiiiicato pro- 
poee to develop in connection with the 
Seoul-Clu!innl()0 linn uliich James R. 
Morse, the Americim eimineor, ia now 
building. The Post adds that the an- 
swer from Korea is expected in two or 
three weeks. 

The Carllsts 
MAniui), Dec. 2 — A dispatch to the 

Im^jarcial from Sobaetien says : "The 
CarliHts here are agitating, assisted l)y 
the cleriry, who repudiate the Pope's 
authority in political questions. The 
Ciirlista are doing their Utmost to pro 
cure money." 

French minister of Justice. 
I'akis, Dec. 2. — M. Milliard, senator 
from the department of Euro, has l)een 
aDpointed minister of justice in suceos- 
sion to M. Darlan, who resigned yestor 
day owing to the senate's rejection on 
Tuesday of his motion to shelve the dis 
cussion of the removal of a magistrate, 
which had been denounced as illegal. 

Insane Multi-Unrderer 
RoTTEnoAM, Dec. 2— Qastave Miller, 

the matehnniker, who In October con- 
fessed that ho had killed 18 persons and 
who at the time of hia surrender to the 
police pulled from his pockets four ears 
to prove that he had killed his wife and 
children, haa been acquitted of the 
charge of murder on the ground of in- 
sanity. The court ordered that he be 
confined in an asylum. 

The Bohemian Riots. 
PnAntiic, Dec. 2.— There were further 
exueases to-day iit Weinberg. The police 
were obliged to use their revolvers. A 
house in Altatadterrlng was wrecked, 
and the pillagers were dispersed by a 
mounted patrol. There were other acts 
of pillage at Syskow, but the mobs every- 
where quietly disporaed. The town is 
tranqall tbiB evening, and is better con*

ALASKA AND CANADA, 

The roat-Intelligencor thinks that be- 
ing in poBBeesion of Alaska, the United 
States has as much to grant Canada as 
Canada can give in return. Oar con 
temporary does quite right to state its 
own side of the case aB beat it can, but 
it greatly overrates the value of Alaska 
to its government in any negotiations 
with Canada. In the great body of 
Alaska, that is the portion lyinp; west of 
the 14lBt meridian, Canada has no inter 
est whatever, except aach right to the 
free navigation of the Yukon as has been 
already secured to British subjects by 
treaty. It will not be claimed that the 
rules, to be applied to the exercise of 
this right, will be in any wayjdifl'erent 
to those which have been always ap- 
plied to the exercise of a precisely similar 
right by United States citizens in Can 
adian waters, in which they have the 
right of free navigation by the aame 
treaty. The value of this right of free 
navigation of the Yukon is not very 
great, but on the principle that "what 
we have we'll hold," Canadians are not 
disposed to surrender it. The only con- 
ceaaion that could be granted by the 
United States in this connection, that 
would be of the least value, -would be the 
right to establish bonded warehouses on 
bt. Michael's or some other point con 
veuient to the mouth of the river, and 
this will doubtless be admitted under 
any circumstances. It would be impos- 
sible to give effect to the treaty unless 
this right \7ere accorded, and we have 
not observed any'dispoaition on the part 
of the United States government to 
shirk its duty under the compact in 
question. Having purchased Alask: 
while the right of free naviuatiou by 
British subjects existed, and having con- 
firmed that right by a subsequent treaty 
with Great Britain, the United States 
"overnment will hardly propose to crip- 
ple this right by refusing to British 
subjects the right t^ transship goods at 
the mouth of the river from ocean going 
vessels to the smaller craft employed on 
the Yukon. If such a thing were j)ro- 
posed, the Canadian government could 
very well say that while the citizens of 
the United States have the right to navi- 
gate the St. John for the purpose of 
bringing down lumber from its upper 
water and for that piirpoee to bring 
foreign goods into Canadian territory 
without paying duty, the moment the 
parties in charge of the goods reach tlie 
Grand Falls, over which everything 
except saw logs must be carried by land, 
they would be forbidden to go ashore 
withont paying duties or putting their 
goods in bond. Wo do not suppoao that 
any such tiling would have to be done ; 
but we mention it for the purpose of 
showing the Poat-Intelligencer that 
United States citizens Are already in en- 
joyment in Canada of privileges pre- 
cisely similar, to those which the United 
States may be asked to accord under 
existing treaties to British subjects at 
the mouth of the Yukon. Our Seattle 
contemporary has discussed this whole 
subject as if it was entirely novel. It 
may be perfectly new to it and to most 
people on this Coast, but it has already 
been well covered by precedents, which 
will doubtless be respected ]>y the 
Washington government. 

In regard to Southeastern Alaska, 
before any one can say what Canada has 
to ask and what the United States can 
. grant,- the boundary must be deter- 
mined. blsmiBsing all considerationa 
bearing upon this boundary except obe, 
that is, where the lino is to be drawn 
between the starting point and the 14l8t 
meridian, the open question is: Can a 



summit be found which meets the terms 
of the treaty of 1825? If it can be, then 
the boundary follows that summit; if 
one cannot be found, the boundary will 
be drawn at ten marine leagues 
from the ocean. Thisinjits.tarn gives 
rise fo a second questioni'wliidh may be 
briefly stated thuf ; Does the word 
ocean " in the treaty of 1825 mean ter- 
ritorial waters? It is contended on bo- 
half of Canada that a eunimit can be 
defined, which summit will give Canada 
the head of Taka Inlet and Lynn Ganal. 
It is contended by the United States 
that no such summit can be found, and 
therefore that the line must be drawn at 
ten marine leagues from the ocean. In 
reply, Canada alleges that if there is no 
summit the United States cannot claim 
that its territorial waters are to bo 
recognized aa forming part of the ocean, 
and hence that the outer rim of the 
Alaskan archipelago must bo taken to 
be the line parallel to which, and at a 
distance of ten marine leagues, the boun- 
dary must be drawn. If this interpreta- 
tion holds good the whole of the coast, 
from a point below the mouth of the 
Stickeen river and including Wrangel 
Island, belong to Canada. 

We have used the expression Canadian 
contention and United States contention 
in a boUoquial sense only, for we do not 
understand that either government has 
formally stated its claim ; but what we 
have said above covers the cases 
discussed unofficially on both sides. The 
Canadian contention is more favorable 
to the United States than the other. If 
the ordinary principles of international 
law are applied to the interpretation of 
the treaty of 1825, it will have to bo ad- 
mitted by the United States that the 
word ocean must be taken to mean the 
outer rim of the archipelago, for the 
reason that the Washington government 
claims, and must be held to claim, that 
Chatham, Sumner and Iviku straits 
are territorial waters. Take, for ex- 
ample, Baranofi Island, will the 
United States claim for a moment 
that this island is separated from the 
continent by the ocean? Suppose a 
foreign vessel should refuse to recognize 
the authority of the United States while- 
in Chatham strait, would the refusal be 
countenanced? Would not other natinnp 
look to the United States to preserve tbe 
rights of their sabjects in that straii '.' i f 
this strait is not the ocean, then thei e is 
no ocean between the outer rim of Bara- 
noH Island and the mainland, and as 
there is probably no summit that can be 
followed across the islands and channels, 
the boundary would be drawn at a dis- 
stance of ten -marine leagues from such 
outer rim, which would place all Douglas 
Island, Juneau and, as has been above 
said, every point on the coast, ex- 
cept the starting point, in the 
hands of Canada. If on the other hand, 
it shall be held that there is a summit 
on the mainland which can be followed, 
a possible interpretation of the treaty 
may be that it ought to be followed. It 
would be a forced interpretation, but it 
is that to which most Canadian writers 
have inclined. The United States is at 
present exercising jurisdiction by suffer- 
ance at the summit between the head of 
Lynn canal and the Yukon waters ; but 
this point is more than a hundred miles 
from the ocean, unless narrow channels, 
which in every other part of the world 
are recognized as territorial waters, are 
to be regarded as the ocean on the North- 
west Coast of America. Even the line 
laid down on British Columbia maps is 
much too far inland. 

These considerations show that before 
the representatives of the United States 
can offer Canada anything in South- 
western Alaska, it is very material to 
ascertiin just what is Alaska for if the 
ordinary rules of International law ap- 
ply Canada will have everything that 
she (jan possibly want, when the bound- 
ary is settled. 

But Canada is not, under any circum- 
stances," likely to be a suitor for favors 
from the United States in regard to 
Alaska. In the matter of the seals, it is 
Canada that ia asked to inakii conces- 
sions. Canadians have the right under 
the law of nations to kill seals on the 
higli seas, subject, of course, to such 
laws as the Imperial parliament may 
make in that behalf. The United States 
congress may legislate till Doomsday, 
but cannot diminish this right by bo 
much as a hair's breadth. If it is the 
interest of the United Slates that this 
right shall be surrendered, the only 
question to be considered is what Can- 
ada ia to receive in exchange. What 
concession in regard to Alaska can the 
United States ofl'er as an equivalent for 
the surrender by Canada of the right to 
pelagic sealing? Not very much, we 
fancy. This is, as yvo have already said, 
a business proposition. The United 
Btates owns the seal rookeries, and 
would like to control the whole sealing 
bnsineaa. They can only do so with the 
consent of Great Britain, which, in this 
case, means the consent of Canada, 
What have thoy toofler us in exchange? 
In regard to routes into the Yukon, our 
neighbors have all along been deceiving 
themaelvea with the notion that they 
could block us out of our own territory. 
We shall not take the trouble to point 
out how utterly baseless this claim is. 
If they could put a wall ten miles high 
round Alaska, Canadians could still 
reach their territory on the Yukon. 
More than that, the preferable way into 
the' Yukon will be by a route that will 
not go near territory over which the 
United States has the shadow of a 
claim. 

For the above' reasons we think that 



our Seattle contemporary is indulging in 
a foolish hope when it supposes that 
Canada ia likely to be in the position of 
a suitor for favors from the United 
Stales, because that nation happens to 
own Alaska. 



THE UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 

It is not a matter of very great surprise 
that the Piesident of the United Stated 
has decided to recommend congress to 
refrain from interference with the af- 
fairs of Cuba, although it will not com- 
port very well with what he has been 
credited with saying. Last spring one 
of his prominent supporters said that 
the course which he would take was one 
that would' meet with the hearty ap- 
proval of every American citizen. This 
was understood to mean that he would 
recommend congress to at least recognize 
Cuban beligerency. It was not supposed 
for a moment that he intended to con- 
tinue the identical policy for which Jlr. 
Cleveland was bo roundly abused. We 
think that the course, upon which he is 
understood to have determined, ia the 
wisest to follow and more in accord with 
international usage than any other as 
yet suggested. He doubtless knows 
more about Cuban affairs than he did 
when he was inaugurated, and he has 
learned that it is one thing to talk irre- 
sponsibly in the newspapers and another 
to have to decide upon a lino of national 
policy. Ilis decision is so little in keep- 
ing with the claims of the press that we 
are driven to the conclusion that the 
representations that have been made as 
to the condition of affairs in Cuba, are 
more exaggerated than American sensa- 
tions usually are. Wo are glad that he 
has decided upon non-interference. War 
is not wanted. Times are getting better 
rapidly and it would be a crime against 
humanity to precipitate a war with 
Spain unless the very strongest reasons 
existed for bo doing. Mr. Cleveland 
thought they did not a year ago, and 
McKinley thinks they do not now. 



The Toronto Telegram, which lepie- 
eentB nothing at all, is being quoted by 
the opposition press with greai glee be- 
cause it has said that the standard of 
British Columbian political leaders is 
lower than that of New Brunswick lead- 
ers. There is no greater Pharisee in 
Canadian journalism than this same 
Toronto Telegram. It is et jrnally pos- 
ing as holier than everyone else. It has 
chosen to throw out a deliborfite insult 
against the public men of two of the 
provinceSiv-^Tbose who are thns assailed 
have t^ 8^i8facUon;^or^kiiowi that 
what emaaates' fronT the;Telegram in- 
fluences nobody. ' ' 



Ha.s the Inland Sentinel lost its wits? 
It asks the Lieutenant-Governor to dis- 
miss Hon. Mr. Pooloy from the cabinet 
because he has accepted a directorate in 
a London company. Was anything so 
ludicrous ever suggested? Suppose, for 
the sake of argument, that it ia wrong 
for a cabinet minister to accept a direc- 
torship, what does the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor know about anyone's liaving done 
BO? But it is not wrong; it never was 
wrong ; and there never was a Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of a British province who 
would have the hardihood to do what 
has been asked of Lieutenant-Governor 
Mclnnes. 



A Spokane party, headed by Dr. 
J. H. Hudgin, started in October for 
Teslin lake via the Stickeen. He wrote 
under date, November 1 from Telegraph 
Creek: " We have just heard of a big 
strike on the Uootalinqua river. Heard 
it from a pack train that has just ar- 
r ved." On November 5 he added a 
^jostscript to his letter saying: "We 
beard iigain to-day of a big strike on the 
Hootalinqua." This is information of 
prime importance and emphasizes what 
we aaid a few days ago as to the duty of 
the federal government to expend some 
money at once in making a winter road 
through from the Stickeen to the lake. 
There seems to be no reason for doubt 
that the whole region around Teslin 
lake will next year be the scene of great 
activity. A portion of this lies in British 
Columbia. This is a point which in- 
tending prospectors will do well to keep 
in mind. If they omit to take out min- 
ing licensee before going North any 
staking they may do in this Province 
will be of no effect. It would be a wise 
act on the part of all persona who may 
go to the Y'ukon via the Stickeen to 
take out licenses before leaving. We 
need not tell such persons that no one 
who starts out for a gold held can tell 
just where he is likely to stop. Men 
who aim at going to Dawson City or 
other points on the Yukon waters may 
get such news on reaching Teslin lake 
that they may decide to remain and 
prospect the country in that vicinity 
If they do, they will need a license from 
the government of this Province, unless 
they propose to confine their operations 
to the country north of the 00th parallel, 
which would be a very unwise conclusion 
for any one to make in advance. Men 
who prospect around Teslin lake 'ivill 
wish to go wherever gold is found, and 
therefore a license la almost eesentlal. 



Thk United States secretary of the 
navy is engaged in getting the force un- 
der his control into something like a 
state of efficiency. He has ordered a 
number of shells and Is hastening the 
completion of the seventy-five quick- 
firing gnna ordered some' time ago. 
Commenting upon this, some of our 
United States exchanges treat the action 
as indicative of war ; but the meagre- 
ness of the preparations disposes of any 
such Idea. The total outlay contem- 
plated will only call for $26&,000, a mere 
bagatelle in comparison with what 
would be needed If the nation was really 
going to engage in hostilitios. We thin k 
that the correct explanation of the new 
order is that the secretary has come to 
the conclusion that it ia folly to continue 
any longer the present utterly useless 
condition of the coast defences, and is 
simply, putting them into shape, so that 
they can serve the purposes for which 
they were intended. Hitherto these de- 
fences have conaiated of gun batteries 
without ammunition and forts without 
either guns or ammunition. To allow 
this atate of things to continue would 
reduce the whole business to a farce, 
and the secretary is probably almply do 
ing what any one else would do, if ho 
had the money. In a time of profound 
peace— seeing that the small defence 
establiBlunent under his charge is com- 
pleted. What would we think if a lot of 
money had been spent at Eaquimalt in 
throwing up a fort aind a lot more in 
half finishing Bome gdna to bo mounted 
there,' and nothing more was done? 
Would we think that Great Britain was 
preparing for war if the guns were or- 
dered to be completed and some am- 
munition ndade for them?

A story which partially parallels in 
detail the memorable experience of Tom 
Sawyer is brought from the North by the 
steamer Willapa, which returned to port 
yesterday. Tho difl'erenco is that Mark 
Twain's hero listened to his own funeral 
sermon through mischievous curiosity 
The men in this Northern atory arrived 
at their homes in Olaxton jaat too late 
thna to hear their virtuea extolled and 
their bereaved famlliea commiaserated 
from the pulpit of the village church. 

Robinson, a well known canuerof Inver- 
ness, Fred Barhani, and three other em- 
ployees, were the heroes of this strange 
adventure. They had left Inverness for 
Claxton in an open boat on the close of 
the fiahing season, and not being heard 
from after a month of rough weather, 
were jjivon up aa dead, tlieir relatives 
assuming the garb of mourning and im- 
presHive funeral services being con- 
ducted. 

The very next day the party returned, 
having been windhound but well cared 
for during three weeks, at an old fishing 
station a few miles above Inverness. 
Next Sunday the Claxton clergyman is 
said to intend preaching from the text 
" For this my son was dead and is alive 
again — was lost and is found." 

Unhappily there have .been so many 
drowning accidents of late in the north 
that Mr. Robinson's friends were quite 
justified in their conclusions. It is only 
about two weeks since a Japanese fisher- 
men was drowned in the iSkeena while 
reaching for an oar he had dropped 
from bia boat, and in yesterday's Coi.o- 
Ni.sT the newa was given that James 
Rudlin, the storekeeper at Claxton, had 
been lost while going from his place of 
b usineas to Motlakatla, where his wife 
and family of eight have their home. 

There seems to be a considerable dif- 
ference of oninion in regard to this 
lamentable aUlalr, some of the residents 
of the North looking upon it as practic- 
ally certain that Budlin was drowned 
accidentally, while others have a theory 
of foul play with evidence to give reason 
to the conclusions, Captain Bonser of 
the Caledonia who arrived from the 
North yesterday »ays that Rudlin's 
canoe was found on a Ip.Jge of rocks near 
the entrance of Metiakatla, and there 
can be no doubt but that ho was drowned 
while entering the gateway of his home. 

On the other hand, Mr. J. Little, of 
Port Eaaiugton, another Willapa j)aBsen- 
ger, says that the general opinion in 
Metiakatla, Inverness and Claxtun is 
that Rudlin was killed by the Indiana 
for tho canoe load of supplies he was 
taking home to bia people. In support 
of this conclaaioD they point to the fact 
that the canoe was not afloat when dis- 
covered but high and dry on the beach 
and hearing no evidence of a battle with 
rough water. 

I'hero was too no sign of Budlin or 
ar. v part of his cargo — some portion of 
which would naturally have been wash- 
ed aslioro if th(3 cauoo had been — and, 
most siu'nificant of all, the canoe was 
plentifiuly beapnttered with blood. 
Search was yet heing made when the 
Willapa left the North, by scouting par- 
ties from Inverness, Kitkatla and Met-

Gaptaiii Bonser, who with his wile

When remodelled, tho Caledonia will 
be somewhat larger than at present, 
with a length over all of 140 feet and 
!!5 feet beam, while her draft will ba so 
materially reduced that she will all but 
keep afloat on a ripple of laughter. 

Still another interesting item is ob- 
tained from the Willapa's freight list, 
the consignments down inclndmg an 
assortment of fifteen dogs for Messrs. L. 
Goodacre and X. A. Aaronson, the re- 
sult of a rounding up by Martin Lund- 
borg, acting as special commissioner for 
these Victorians, in the Queen Charlotta 
Islands. All these dogs are of tho grade 
known as "huskies" — just plain dog, 
with a strong llnvoring of wolf, and 
found in largo number at any and all of 
tho northern Indian villages. 

They are not beautiful to look upon, 
but they are hardy and strong, and 
inured to the Northern climate and to 
work. Lundhorg has a schooner load of 
sixty or more, and the ateamer Mischief 
which left Victoria yesterday morning 
expects to also complete a full cargo for 
sale to IClondyke pilgrims by calling at 
all the Indian settlements. 

Captain Foot of the Willapa reports 
somewhat unpleasant weather on the 
trip down, with nothing eventful to note. 
At Kaas the weather ia decidely cold, 
the mercury falling to zero and below. 
At Port Simpson on Sunday last the 
American tug Besolute was found, 
weather- botmd, with four scows of lum- 
ber she has in tow for Skagway, she 
being at the time the Willapa spoke her, 
21 days out from Seattle with her towa. 

Jlil COllBETT IN COURT. 

Legal Difncultics Over tlie Mineral Claim 
on the Gordon River. 

k. mining suit injunction came up yes- 
terday upon two motions in Leavock v. 
West and Deakin. The plaintiff in his 
affidavit alleges that he with the de- 
fendants staked a mineral claim oa 
Gordon river as the Eureka, and that it 
was understood that West and Deakin 
were to proceed to Victoria to record it. 
Plain tiff alleges that the defendanta 
neglected to record the claim, but after- 
wards restaked the ground and recorded 
it under the name of the Jim Corbott, 
and refused to recognize the plaintiff's 
right to any share in the claim ; hence 
the action. 

Upon this suit plaintifl' on November 
2-1, obtained an interim injunction from 
tho Chief Justico restraining defendants 
from dealing with or encumbering plain- 
tiU's quarter interest in tho Jim Corbett 
claim. Yesterday Mr. W. H. Langley 
for defendants applied to cross-examine 
plaintifl' on hie affidavit filed in support 
of the interim injunction. 

Mr. S. D. Schultz for plaintiff objected 
that defendant could not apply for leave 
to cross-examine before filing an affida- 
vit of merits. 

The application was dismisscJ on the 
ground that it was premature, and the 
adjournment on the motion to continue 
the injunction was enlarged until Satur- 
day.

WHEELS IN CHANCERY.. 

Judicial Proceedings to Secure Admission of 
American Machines at an ' 
Exhibition. 

London. Deo. 2,— Hon. Sirl$. North, 
Judfie in Chancery of the High Conrt of 
Justice, to-day refused an application to 
enjoin the National cycle snow, which 
opens at the Crystal Palace to-morrow, 
from holding its exhibition until it in- 
cludes American machines. Tho peti- 
tioner was allowed space, which was 
subsequently withdrawn when it bo- 
canio known it was intended to exhibit 
American wheels. .Justice North, in 
reiulering his decision, said that if the 
plaintifl' succeeded at tho trial of tho caEO 
he would bo entitled to aubetantial dam- 
ages ; but it would be an injustice to the 
defendanta to order a apecifio perform- 
ance.

Excerpt From Rules and Orders Relating to 
Private Bills. 



Jtule Bit. 



ALL API'LICATIONd for Private BIIIf, pro- 
perly tho Bubjeot of legislation by the 
LcKislatlve Assembly of BrltUh Columbia, with- 
in ihe purview of tho " British North America 
Act, 18b7," whether for the erection of a Bridge, 
themakmsot a railway. Tramway, TurnpiKe 
Boad, or Telegraph or 1\elepboDe Line ; the con- 
Btruction or improvement of a Harbour, Canal, 
Lock. Dam, Sllcle, orothorlike work; the grant 
lug of a riglu of Ferry; tbe incorporation of any 
particular trade or calling, or of any Joint 
ritock t oinpanv; or otberwibo for granting to 
any individual or individuals any exclusive or 
peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or f r 
doing any matter or thing which in its opera- 
tion would allect tho rights or property of other 
parties, or relate to any particular class of the 
ci>mmunity, or for making any amendment ol a 
like nature to any foiiiier Act,— shall require a 
Notice, clearly and distinctly specifying tbe 
nature and object of tbe application and, where 
tho application refers lo any proposed work. In- 
dicating generally the location of the 
work, and tlgned by or on behalf of the ap- 
plicants ; such notice to be published as follows : 
In tho British Columbia Gazette, and In one 
newspaper i)Ublished in ttie District affected, or

Such notice shall be continued in each case

THE PBESIDBNT'S MESSAGE. 

It win Devote Attention to Alaskan Sub 
Jects— Reciprocity With Lurope. 

Wabiungtoj}, Dec. 2. — The meeaage of 
President McKinley will be devoted 
practically to the subject of our foreign 
relations and the "^^cnrreney problem. It 
will be a unique one in one respect, in 
that it ignores the great bulk ot matters 
UBually constituting the departmental 
portions of the presidential annual mes- 
sages. 

Aa to Cuba, the measage calls atten- 
tion to the recent trend of afTairs on the 
island, refers to the acheme of autonomy 
justollered by Spain, and after reciting 
the other develooments in the situation, 
reaches the virtual oonclBslon that the 
existing circumstances do not warrant 
any interference in the affairs of the 
ialand. 

While the currency plank will not be 
definitely known, tlie preaideut Jeavea 
bimaelf freedom of action by not taking 
any poaition with reference to several 
features of Secretary Gage'a plan, while 
endorsing the the main object. 

A strong preaenlation of tho Hawaiian 
question will bo made, and congreaa 
urged to take immediate action by the 
ratification of the annexation tieaty. 

Conaiderable attention is paid to the 
question of reciprocity negotiations with 
the various countiiea in Eu'-ope. Special 
Commissioner Kaaton Laa been working 
in this Bubject for some time, and the 
meaeage deals with aome of the develop- 
menta in the negotiations already had, 
and expreaaes tho hope of theadminiatra- 
tion that satisfactory results may be se- 
cured in the future. The policy of the 
administration on this subject is out- 
lined, citing French champagnes as an 
illustration of tho point that if any 
special concessions are given to any 
foreign products, the United States must 
bo given equal treatment by reciprocal 
conceasiona. 

The iUaakan problem ia discussed at. 
some length and the plea ia made for 
congreaa to pass legialation including an 
extension of the operation of public land 
lawa, and granting the right of way for 
roads, by which aU parts of the country 
may be made more accesEible. - 



LUMBEE BXEOET EESTBICTION, 

Uneasiness in United States at Prospect of 
Its Imposition by Ontario. 

Buffalo, Dec. 2. — The Courier-Record 
this morning says editorially: During 
the long debate on the Dingley bill thia 
paper repeatedly called attention to 
tlie unwiae course of the Repub- 
licans in levying a high tariff on Cana- 
diun lumber. The result of that fooliah 
policy will be aome measure of retalia- 
tion by Canada, which controls the great 
timber supply that American' capitalists 
wish to develop and which American 
builders must have in the near future, 
since the lumber regions in the United 
States are about exhausted. In his 
speech in the Ontario legislature Sir 
Oliver Mowat, tho new lieut.-governor 
of the province, clearly foreshadows the 
adoption of a retaliatory policy by the 
Ontario government. He expressed re- 
gret that the United States had made it 
almost imposaiblo to continue sending 
certain qualities of pine lumber to this 
country, and added that a bill will be 
"utroducfcd in relation to cutting lumber 
and timber licensee. He revealed no de- 
tails, but it need not surprise anyone if 
Canada should paas a measure so strin- 
gent that it will prevent the cutting of 
Canadian timber by Americans to be 
rafted across the lakea and sawed here.

Collections Fair a,ud Failures Few 
—Advances in Sugar and 

in Cement. ■ i 



TonoNTO, Dec. R. G. Dun & Co. 'a 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
Baye; " With the advanotng season the 
trisde movement at Montreal is naturally 
lesa active, particularly in heavy goode^ 
such aa metals, oila, painta, glaaa, 
chemicals, etc., supplies of which were 
rushed forward before the close of navi- 
gation, but all things considered iu satis- 
factory for the time of the year. In 
wholesale dry goods regular stock taking 
is absorbing all attention. Still there ia 
a fair amount of busineas doing, and 
there have been large buyers in town 
who are in the habit of looking for jobs, 
wliicli a good many wholesalers are 
willing to clear out at a concession 
rather than carry over. With regard'to 
the dry goods trade while the large 
departmental stores are busy there" is 
moth or less complaint among dealers cof 
moderate calibre that sales are not so 
active as they would like to see them. 
In tho country stocks seem to be mov- 
ing oil' fairly. It ia gratifying to note 
further reports of returning activity 
among tho woollen milla and eome mill 
agenta report the bookings to full 
capacity. Stocks of raw wool continue 
very low, and firm prices prevail. A 
cargo of Cape wool ia now unloading in 
New York ft>r thia market and it ia re- 
ported as already more than half aold. 

A good aorting distribution prevails in 
general groceries. Refiners have ad- 
vanced granulated sugar a point. Canned 
goods are all very strong; gallon apples 
especially having shown great advance. 

Shoe orders continue to come in well 
and the leather market shows all the 
strength noted. Hides too are very firm 
with some scarcity of supplies. Some 
Western tanners who have been seeking 
to buy in this mrrket say thej^ will prob- 
ably have to look for supplies in Europe. 

Cementa have all been advanced from 
5 to 10 cents per barrel, aa deliveriea will 
now have to be made from atore to atore. 

Collectiona continue fair on the whole 
and faiiurea quite few. Tho money mar- 
ket ia bountifully supplied but the call 
rates rule steady at 4 per cent. 

The wholesale trade at Toronto ia 
practically unchanged. The more eea- 
aonable weather baa ctimiilated the de- 
mand for heavy goods. There ia aome 
improvement alao among tho boot and 
shoe trade, while eeasonable lines in 
hardware are moving freely. Generally 
speaking, trade ia (air and tho outlook ■ 
ia most encouraging. Prir.ea continue to- 
rule firm and remittances are up to the 
mark. Failures are still comparatively 
small throughout the Dominion. ' • ' 

Although profits are not large, there- 
is a fair marain of profit on most lines 
of goods. Tlie importa of merchandise 
at Toronto for the month of November 
show a further increase and the bank 
clearings are the largeat reported in 
years. A large export in flour and oata 
was done the past month, and ahippera 
have made money. The money market 
is easy. Dividenda paid to shareholders 
on the lirat instant were ifl,500,OUO, and 
a large part of thia is being invested. 
Stocks in consequence are strong and 
higher in many instances. Toronto 
Railway, Toronto Electric and North- 
west Land preferred ehow the greatest 
gains. The last named stock is said to 
be booked for a further advance. 

The Bank of Englsnd discount ia un- 
changed at 3 per cent., while British 
consola are held at the highest prices on 
record. Failures for the week were 28 
as against 68 for the same week last 
year,

The Troubles of a Galiano Island 
Family Yeutilated la the 
Courts, 



William Riuld Sentenced to a Month's 
Iniprisoument and to Find 
Heavy Security. 



A very unpleasant and regrettable 
case catne before the Chief Justice yes- 
terday — one of thoae unfortunate domea- 
tio troubles where, unavoidably, the in- 
ner life ol the family circle is brought 
before the pul}lto gaze, the mother and 
children on the one side and the father 
on the other. It waa a charge of aeaault 
laid against William Rudd, of Galiano 
ialaud, by hia wife, Martha Rudd. 
While the aeaault, Mra. Rudd stated in 
her evvJenco, took place live weeka ago, 
she had only laid the information re- 
cently when she found it impoBsihle to 
pet along with her husband, Itappenred 
from the evidence of Mrs. Rudd and her 
two daughtora that hecauao Mrs. Rudd 
refused to allow h»r liuaband to 
read a letter ahe had received from 
her Buu, the huaband first anatclied 
Ht tier pocket and then threw her down 
and bent her neck over hia knee. In her 
pain aha struck out with a saucer she 
tield in her hand and apparently hit him 
ou the head. Rudd had been in the 
habit, too, of twisting her wriat, and he 
bad also struck her in the face; he had 
dragged her by the hair, forbidden her 
to get lettora until he had aeon them 
tirat, forbidden her to go outeido the en- 
closure around tlie house, and in many 
other waya had made her life a miaery. 

In cross-examination by Mr. J. P. 
Walla, who appeared for the defence, 
Mra, Rudd said her object in taking ac- 
tion waa to try and get a separation 
from her iinshand. .She did not want to 
punish him, but she could not live with 
him. The two daughtera corroborated 
their mother's evidence, and the aon John 
gave it in his evidence that the 
father used his mother very cruelly. 

Mrs. Rudd said she hardly thought 
her husband was in his right senses or 
he woald not have acted as he had. 

All the time his family were being 
examined Rudd aat aometirnea weeping 
and occasionally shaking hia head. He 
went into the box and denied that ho 
had over hit hia wife except once — four- 
teen yearfl ago. If tlie court only know 
what he had gone tlirough they would 
think he waa a aalnt inatead of a black- 
guard. " So help him heaven," he had 
never struck her since and "might bo 
Btnick dead like Ananiaa " if ho was not 
telling the truth, 

Mr. G. H. Barnard who appeared for 
the crown did not address the court, and 
Mr. Walls for the defsnce did not con- 
sider anything be could say would be of 
efTect, as the Chief Justice after hearing 
the evidence said that after " the snivel- 
ling manner " in which the prisoner had 
apoken it would take a pretty atrong 
argument to make the court believe 
Ivudd waa not " a cunning old hypo- 
crite." The court waa quite aatiafied 
that there waa danger in allowing the 
priaoner to return to hia family, and 
thought the beet thing to do waa to 
sentence him to one month in jail for 
the asaault and to give sureties himself 
in .<;1,000 and two auretiea in ^500 each 
to keep the peace for two yeara, on in 
default to bo impriaoned for another 
year. 

On hearing his sentence Rudd moaned 
aloud and when he was led away he 
tottered across the room as if contem- 
plating fainting.

Wlien 60 well known and thoroughly 
capable people aa " Incog " Liickaon, 
Harry Clay Blaney, Anna O'Keefe and 
Mabel Oriaka Worden— each of them a 
afar in hia or her particular line— are 
found grouped in a general cast, and 
aupported by a largecompanyitbeshow-

That they will not bo disappointed in 
" J^oBt, Strayed or Stolen," which opens 
at the Victoria to-night, may be con- 
fidently predicted on authority of the 
presH notices tlie company havn received 
all along the Coast.

BENNETT STILL HELD. 

Chief Justice Davie Refuses the Application 
tor the San Franciscan's Release. 

Ah aoon' aa the papera arrive from 
Ottawa authorizing hia Burrendor.Jamea 
G. Bennett, the Californian, now being 
hold here for extraditica, will be handed 
over to the oflicera from San Franciaco — 
thatiannleas in the ineantimo furtlier 
habeas corpus proceedinga are taken 
that may, put a diflerent complexion on 
the case. 

Yesterday the Chief Justice save his 
decision on the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, dismissing the application made 
by Mr. Herbert E. A. Robertson for the 
discharge of the priaoner and admitting 
the affidavit of United States Oonsul 
Smith presented by Mr. J. P. Walls on 
Wednesday evening showing that the 
United States authorities have adopted 
the proceedings in this case. The deci- 
sion reads : 

It is urged in support of a motion for 
discharge of the prisoner, who has been 
committed for surrender to the United 
Statea, upon charge of an aasault with 
intent to murder, that there waa no evi- 
dence before the committing judge that 
the ofl'euce waa a crime under the lawa 
of California, the state where it ia alleged 
so have been committed, but thia, I 
think, waa unnecesaary aa the otlence ia 
not a atatutorv crime but is ono at com- 
mon law, pnnishable by the law of all 
nations, and it must be asaumed that 
there is no diO'ereuce between the lawa 
of California and of Canada in this re- 
gard, see the notes to Mostyn v. Fabri- 
gaa, 1 Sur. L. G. 684, where it is said: 
" In the absence ot proof to the contrary 
foreign law ia presumed to be the same 
as our own." 

Then it ia eaid there waa no proof that 
the extradition treaty had been ratified 
by act of the United Statea congreaa, but 
it ia surely somewhat late in the day to 
raise Hucli a contention. The Aahburton 
teaty was passed in the year 1842, and 
the two countriea have been exchanging 
criminals under its provisions ever since. 
Moreover, convention in relation to the 
extradition of criminals extending the 
list of ciimea for which extradition 
might be* had was concluded on 12th 
July, 1889, between Her Majesty and 
the United Statea, the ratificationa of 
wliich were exchanged at London on the 
11th March, 1890, and that convention 
is expreaaly baaed upon the tenth article 
of the Aahburton treaty ( eea tlioae pa- 
pera bound up with the atatutea of Can- 
ada, 53 Victoria, page xliii). 

It ia lastly urged that the priaoner ia 
entitled to hia (iiecharge in the absence 
of proof that the United Statea has 
asked for the extradition, and that the 
prosecution is by authority of the gov- 
ernment, and it was upon this ground 
that I reserved my decfBinn,so as to look 
into the caee of " In re Ferelle," 28 Fed. 
Rep. 878, where it waa held that extra- 
dition ia a right of foreign governments 
only, not of individuals, and that in the 
caeo of a complaint by a private indi- 
vidual hia authority to act in behalf of 
the foreign execuitive muat bo made to 
appear, or the prisoner will bo 
di6chan:ed on habeas corpus. In that 
caee Mr. Justice Hrown eaya: "The 
government that has the treaty right 
must bo the promoter of the proceedings," 
and that it waa not intended to " have 
the priaoner held for the conaidorable 
period of eixty daya without anyone's 
knowing whether tho foreign government 
desired the proceeding or ^eaired tho 
prisoner to trj him, or would ever exer- 
cise its option to demand the prisoner 
under the treaty." 

But consideration of thia question be- 
comes unnecessary in the case in view 
of the af&davit of the Hon. Abraham E. 
Smith, showing that tho department of 
state have adoi)ted tho proceedings in 
thia case, and liavo instructed him aa 
counflel at thia port toro(iucat tho jiriaon- 
er'fi detention nntil papera which are in 
preparation can hi forwarded to the 
Camulian authorities demanding tiio sur- 
render of the fugitive. 

'J'lio rule thereforo will be discharged 
and the priaoner remanded. 



GOOD FOIi CfilPPLE CfiEEK. 

Immense Blanket Vein of Ore Extends the 
Limits ot the Gold District. 

Cripple Crkbk, Dec. 2. — The north- 
ern boundary of the Cripple Creek gold 
district has been extended three miles 
by the discovery on Copper mountain of 
an immense blanket vein of ore running 
from *10 to $1,500 per ton in gold. Tho 
gold lies near the surface, and ia mined 
with plow and wheelbarrow. In tho 
opinion of many mining men. Copper 
mountain is likely to prove one of the 
richest hills in the camp.
